In Industry 
Due To Stay 


Potteries Will Push 
Sales Efforts In Bid 
To Take Up Slack 


For the first time since the late 
1930’s, East Liverpool business and 
industry step across the threshold 
of a new year today without the 
rosy glow of ever increasing trade 
and production brightening the 12 
months ahead. 
The leveling off that was noted 
in district potteries in mid-1953— 
and spread in later months 
to 
many other industries throughout 
the nation—promises to carry over 
into early 1954. 
Economists generally agree that 
Americans are in for a period of 
d e c r e a s e d manufacturing and 
sales, but they can’t decide wheth­ 
er to call it a normal adjustment 
from wartime inflation or a slump 
with more serious portents. 
Pottery industry leaders a g r e e 
the first quarter of 1954 promises 
no general uptrend from the slack 
months that marked the last half 
of 1953. Coupled with reduced work 
schedules in Midland steel mills, 
which developed much later, the 
pottery slowdown means generally 
reduced income for the district’s 
workers. 
It’s the first time since 
1939, 
when government spending on ar­ 
maments put new billions i n t o 
circulation, that the district and ( 
the nation have not looked forward 
to higher incomes and production 
for a new year. 
H o w e v e r , potteries have an­ 
nounced they’re pushing sales ef­ 
forts harder than ever in bids for 
business, which ivould mean stead­ 
ier work for their employes. 
The steel industry is expected 
to snap back toward normal after 
the year-end slump produced part­ 
ly by Detroit’s re-tooling for new 
autos and the resulting cut in de­ 
mands for metal. 
District business and industry 
finished ll months of 1953 with 
gains in six indices and losses in 
five others, according to figures 
compiled by the Chamber of Com­ 
merce. 
Twelve-month figures will not be 
available until January. 
In the 11-month period gains 
were shown in sales tax receipts, 
bank debits, inbound railroad car 
loadings, 
new car registrations, 
building permits and parking me­ 
ter revenue. 
But there were declines in more 
signifigant indices like industrial 
employment and payrolls. 
Payrolls at ll district factories 
totaled $15,330,290 in the ll months,

Adah May 
Duke, now is living at the Jarvis 
home to administer the exercises. 
She was flown to New York to take 
two days of special training at the 
hospital in giving the manipula­ 
tions. 


Arrangements for her visit to the 
New York hospital were made by 
Dr. Joseph T. Noe, pottery indus­ 
tries physician, aided by Dr. J. W. 
Schgolnic while the air trip was 
made possible through the generosi­ 
ty of A. J. Boyle, president of Wa­ 
terford Park, and the co-operation 
of Capital Airlines.

Miss Coutant expressed appreci­ 
ation for the generosity of all her 
friends. 
"It is a great satisfaction to 
know that everything that can be 
done is being done.” she said. 
Miss Coutant was stricken in Sep­ 
tember 1951 and spent five months 
in the South Side Unit of Youngs­ 
town City Hospital. She was in an 
iron lung for two weeks. She also 
underwent treatment at W a r m 
Springs, Ga., and has received ex­ 
tensive help from the Columbiana 
County March of Dimes commit­ 
tee.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 31 UT-The 
year 1954 will see many important 
negotiations among the nations of 
the world.

The 
Moscow radio r e p o r t e d other 
"mammoth celebrations” were un­ 
der way throughout the Red capi­ 
tal as the Soviet people started a 
two-day holiday of feasting and 
parties. 
Hotels and night spots through­ 
out the continent reported sellout 
business at sky-high prices. 
In London, dinner for two with 
a bottle of champagne thrown in 
cost aroifnd IC pounds ($28) at 
lush cabarets. In Paris, charges 
rocketed to the franc equivalent of 
$42 a head. 
On both sides of the Iron Cur­ 
tain, people jammed churches at 
midnight to offer up prayers for 
peace in 1954.

May, a month of lax enforce­ 
ment, produced $2,982 When offi­ 
cers began handing out tickets 
wholesale in June, revenue shot 
up immediately to $4,074, highest 
for the entire year except Decem­ 
ber, which brought in $4,135, and 
October, which showed $4,165. 
The 1953 income is up $5,175 
from 1952’s $35,325. The l o w e s t 
revenue was in 1951, when t h e 
meters brought in only $32,569 
The monthly average in 
1953 
was $3,375, contrasted with $2,943 
in 1952. It was $2,714 in 
1951; 
$2,936 in 1950; $3,163 for 1949 and 
$3,188 for 1948 
The meter income in 1949 was 
$37,961. It fell to $35,189 in 1950 
The 1947 income was $9,677, but 
the meters were in service only 
about the last three months of the 
year. 
Collections in other months in 
1953 were: January, $3,284; Feb­ 
ruary, $2,047; March, $3,425; April, 
$2,822; July, $3,300; August, $4,002; 
September, $3,090. and November, 
$3,169. 
The revenue figure does not in­ 
clude hundreds of dollars m o r e 
collected in $1 fines for parking 
violations. Although the m o n e y 
goes into Municipal Court, most of 
it is turned over to the city treas­ 
ury. 
Without exception the meters al­ 
ways have returned every year an 
amount at least equal to the $32,- 
000 the city paid for them in 1947 
when they were purchased from a 
Canton concern.

Mayor-elect E. Allan McKeever 
announced Thursday right he will 
appoint Harold J. Gallimore, vet­ 
eran East Liverpool postman, to 
serve the two years remaining in 
the term of the new mayor’s for­ 
mer office as city auditor. 
Gallimore’s appointment appar­ 
ently would clear the way for a 
court action to decide who is le­ 
gally entitled to the auditor’s of­ 
fice. as Mayor Arnold W. Devon— 
who left office last midnight—an­ 
nounced Dec. 18 he had appointed 
his son-in-law, Porter S. Mackey, 
to McKeever’s unexpired term. 
The new mayor withheld an­ 
nouncement of Gallimore’s selec­ 
tion until shortly before he as­ 
sumed office a moment after mid­ 
night. 
Until the question of Mayor Mc­ 
Keever’s sucessor is decided, the 
city may have two appointees in 
the auditor’s office and possiblv 
two auditor’s clerks. The post pays 
$3,300 a year. McKeever held the 
post 14 years before stepping up 
to the mayor’* office. 
Until the question of the auditor 
appointee is settled definitely, the 
city may have difficulty meeting 
its financial obligations. The audit­ 
or must approve expenditures be­ 
fore they can be paid legally. 
Probably both appointees would 
be required to affix their signa­ 
tures to checks on the assumption 
that one of them will be confirmed 
as auditor. 
Gallimore. a Post Office employe 
39 years, resides at 1309 Smith­ 
field St. He has been a familiar 
figure in the business district many 
years in his rounds as a mail car­ 
rier. His appointment, like t h e

"All of the appointees have done 
an efficient and unselfish job on 
boards and commissioners that are 
important to the city,” the mayor 
said. "I retained them because I 
know the responsibilities will be in 
capable hands.” 
Expiration dates for terms on 
city boards and commissions gen­ 
erally are staggered so that not 
more than two or three run out at 
the end of any one year. Hold-over 
members round out the personnel 
of each of the five organizations. 
Health board, Sinking Fund and 
Park Board terms are for five 
years, an appointment on the Civil 
Service Commission runs six years 
and Library Board terms are for 
four years.

never assume that anything is the way it ap- 
p>ears to be in Asia. 
There is no inclination to belittle the serious­ 
ness of a Communist move in Indochina which 
threatens the security of Thailand, a vital source 
of tin, rubber and rice to feed the teeming 
population of Japan. 
But among the old Asiatic hands there is no 
Inclination either to belittle the fact this move 
was being made before the end of World War 
TI. that it Is based on Asia’s rising tide of 
nationalism and that it can’t succeed unless 
Thailand is betrayed from within or the threat­ 
ening Communists get help from China. 
Thailand. Itself, is free and has shown its 
good will as a member of the United Nations 
and a fighting participant of the Korean war. 
A direct attack on it by Chinese Communists 
would constitute an emergency. 
But m ilitary actions in Indochina by Com­ 
munists who might lay the groundwork for an 
attack on Thailand do not constitute an em er­ 
gency. And if an emergency comes, the United 
States will not again let hordes of Asiatics pin 
down its outnumbered fighting men in a land 
war which can neither be won nor lost.

The most amazing phenomenon 
in Washington today is Joe McCar­ 
thy and the controversy that rages 
around him. 
There has been nothing like it in 
decades of American political his­ 
tory, except possibly the meteoric 
but short career in the nation’s 
capital of Huey Long. 
No shrinking violet, McCarthy 
doesn’t attem pt to run from the 
glaring conspicuity. Probably in­ 
wardly he m ay enjoy it a bit. 
Whether he does or not, he is not 
going to subside, for he definitely 
feels he is a man with a mission, 
that Joe McCarthy has a job to 
perform for his nation. He thrives 
on opposition. 
If ever a man has been made by 
his foes, it is McCarthy. Let Mc­ 
Carthy open his mouth, and it is 
a screaming headline. 
Abroad, next to the President 
himself, 
McCarthy 
p r o b a b- 
ly comes in for as much attention, 
even though it be without under­ 
standing of the real situation. 


MCCARTHY MAY be ambitious, 
but the White House, which his foes 
claim is his goal, certainly is not 
in his sights. He is too much a 
realist in politics for that. He knows 
that anybody around whom have 
surged such bitter passions would 
never be picked by a national con­ 
vention. 
He is a Catholic, and since the 
Al Smith campaign in 1928, neither 
party has taken a chance on bring­ 
ing a religious issue into a nation­ 
al campaign, even though there is 
far more religious tolerance today. 
To McCarthy, Soviet Russia is a J 
godless system. He isn’t a hvpo- 
crite. He believes implicitly, with 
all his soul, in the crusade he is 
making to drive the Reds out of our 
government. He feels so keenly on 
the subject that he is almost color 
blind. 
He often 
gets pale pinks 
mixed up with the deeper hue. 
McCarthy has learned that ex­ 
trem e statem ents go a lot further 
in getting attention than considered 
ones.

But if congressmen and 
other politicos are to be believed, 
certainly he isn’t anathema in the 
Middle West, especially.

If they ever broke with the admin­ 
istration, there wouldn’t even be a 
deadlock of the parties as esists 
today.

Woman At Helm 
WASHINGTON 
The

Supreme 
Court library, silent contributor to 
many historic opinions, is headed 
for the first time by a woman— 
Helen Newman, a capital city na­ 
tive. 
Tall and gracious. Miss Newman 
directs a multitude of activities by 
a 12-member staff. A member of 
the Supreme Court bar, she has 
wide legal training in addition to 
her library training. 
To a visitor entering the m ajes­ 
tic, oak-paneled reading room on 
the top floor of the court building, 
the library appears to be merely 
a quiet spot for attorneys prepar­ 
ing their cases.

Yanks' Holiday 
In Korea Mot Biz 
One, But Happy 
SEOUL. Friday, Jan. I 'J*—The 
old year died in Korea last night 
under a cold, star-lit sky and 1954 
brought hope for the first year of 
real peace here since 1950. 
For more than a quarter of a 
million Americans 
here in the 
Army, Air Force, Navy and Ma­ 
rines, it was not one of the year’s 
big holidays—but it was a happy 
one. 
There were a few celebrating 
GIs but not m any. As for the Ko­ 
reans. all but a tiny handful were 
in bed and asleep on this cold 
winter night. 
Seoul citizens remembered, how­ 
ever, another New’ Year’s Eve just 
three years ago when the Chinese 
army hurled itself on the defenders 
of the capital. 
On the night of Dec. 31, 1950, 
the Chinese launched the second 
stage of their great winter offen­ 
sive, charging across the frozen 
Imjin River and striking across 
half of the Korean front. 
Just four days later, on Jan. 4, 
the Allies abandoned Seoul, blew 
the Han River bridges and 
re­ 
treated 35 miles more. 
Every road was a river of refu­ 
gees who suffered and died in the 
cold in the worst human disaster 
in Korea’s history. 
This year, neither the Imjim nor 
the Han are frozen. It is cold but 
not the cold of three years ago. 
Along the front itself. GIs and 
ROKs kept their lookout to the 
north. They vc ere cold, they were 
miserable, they w’ere lonely—but 
there was no war and there was 
hope for the new* year. 


Britain Denies Report 
Of U.S. Aid To Egypt

that the United States has informed

1. The Kremlin has agreed—aft­ 
er heavy Western pressure and re­ 
peated prodding—to a meeting of 
Big Four Foreign Ministers at Ber­ 
lin in late January. The Kremlin 
has also agreed to talk with the 
United States and other atomic 
powers about President Eisenhow­ 
er’s plan for using atomic energy 
in an international pool for peace­ 
ful purposes, and also about Rus­ 
sia’s owm proposals for banning 
atomic weapons. 
2. Something has to give, one way 
or the other, on the proposed Euro­ 
pean Defense Community in the 
next few months. Secretary of State 
Dulles has twice in recent weeks 
warned France that unless it ap- 
j proves this means of obtaining con­ 
trolled German rearmament and 
a solution of Franco-German trou­ 
bles the United States will have to 
reappraise its European policies. 
3. .The progress of fighting in 
i Indochina in 1954 will clearly deter­ 
mine whether, as American and 
French leaders now believe, it will 
be possible to gain a military de­ 
cision over Communist forces there 
and render them relatively harm­ 
less, if not actually crush them. 
Plans to achieve this were made 
during the past year. They pro­ 
vide for greater French Union 
troops strength and greater United 
States aid. 
On the outcome of the fighting 
in Indochina depends the security 
of the whole huge area of south­ 
east Asia. It is evident that Wash­ 
ington and Paris have built very 
high hopes upon their new strategy. I 
If this should fail or appear to be 
bogging down, the situation in In­ 
dochina would become a mounting 
source of danger to the free na­ 
tions. 
In one respect the major task 
ahead of Western diplomats in the 
next 12 months will be the same as 
it was in the past. They must pre­ 
vent Russia from interfering by 
propaganda or policy moves with 
the completion of the Western de­ 
fense structure. If there is one 
point on which Western leaders 
have agreed for years it is that the 
amiability of Russia depends upon 
the real power of the West. 
For several months now Russian 
maneuvers seem to have been 
aimed at perpetuating the split in 
Western ranks which exists be­ 
tween France and Germany at the 
heart of the North Atlantic treaty 
system. In thus exploiting French 


fears of a revival of German power 
the Soviets have played upon one 
of the great weaknesses of the na­ 
tions arrayed against them. 
Insofar as authorities can read 
the intentions of the Kremlin, Pre­ 
mier Malenkov, Foreign Minister 
Molotov and others in the Commu­ 
nist directory are not really inter­ 
ested now in making either big 
war or big peace. 
Hence there may be a time free 
from urgent dangers of World W’ar 
III, during which the United States 
may review and perhaps realign 
its power commitments.

though Dulles says this will not 
lessen America’s t o t a l striking 
power in the Korea area. 
But if the Russians are not in­ 
terested now in seeking either a 
military settlement or a confer­ 
ence agreement, authorities here 
are convinced that they are deeply 
concerned with pursuing their own 
major objectives which may in­ 
clude: 
The wrecking of EDC and a per­ 
manent split in the Western de­ 
fense system, world-wide accept­ 
ance of China’s Communist regime 
as its legal government, eventual 
acceptance by the West of Commu­ 
nist rule over eastern Europe, and 
preservation to the fullest possible 
extent of the Soviet propaganda 
idea that Moscow stands for peace 
and progress w h i l e Washington 
stands for war making and re­ 
action. 
Russia’s response to President 
Eisenhower's call for atomic talks 
was on the whole prompt but 
many authorities here felt that the 
Soviets had no choice except to 
agree to talk about the problem. 
However, there has been other 
evidence of an unfreezing such as 
more active diplomatic contacts 
between Russian leaders and West­ 
ern diplomats and the calculated 
release of individuals held behind 
the Iron Curtain in various ways 
and for various reasons.

Air Reversal Planned 
To Clear Out Sm oke 


Work was started Thursday a f t ­ 
ernoon to open another entry to 
the burning clay mine of the Mc 
Lain Fire Brick Co. at Wellsville 
The tunnel timbers have b e e n oeadbn* 5 
burning over five days but dense 
smoke and fumes prevented c r e w s 
and firemen from entering t h e 
mine to locate the fire and attempt 
to put it out. Meanwhile, mine op­ 
erations have been at a standstill 
The mine crew will try to re­ 
verse the air blow by opening the 
rear of the diggings, according to 
Edgar Platt, general manager.

Ju st what these operational as­

:y wraps. But the Atomic Energy 
Commission .disclosed a year ago 
iroduction of fissionable uranium- 
135 might begin, in part, even be- 
ore the A-plant construction work 
s finished. 
“ We’re on the beam on man* 
power,” said Albert J. G racia, gen­ 
eral m anager of Goodyear Atomic. 
“Our current employment of ap­ 
proximately 1,000 is in step with 
our contem plated program level. 
During 1954 we expect to double 
our employment. 
* 
“ All of our efforts are being! 
directed toward meeting the Atom­ 
ic Energy Commission’s schedule 
to bring the first units into efficient 
and satisfactory operation.” 
Goodyear Tire & Rubber Co. of 
Akron, 
Ohio, 
was hired 
by 
the 
AEC a year ago to operate the big 
A-plant now under construction in 
nearby Pike County. The firm set 
up Goodyear Atomic Corp. to do 
the job. 
Most of 1953 has been spent in 
training activities for Goodyear 
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atomic personnel who eventually 
will turn out the fissionable urani­ 
um-235 by the gaseous diffusion 
process at the A-plant. 
The AEC labeled the starting 
date, and amount of production, a 
secret. 
Key Goodyear personnel — en­ 
gineers, scientists, chemists and 
physicists—have been undergoing 
training at the AEC’s first gaseous 
diffusion plant at Oak Ridge, Tenn. 
The program will continue at a 
high level well into 1954, Gracia 
said.

One of the driest autumns in Co­ 
lumbiana County’s history w e n t 
into the records in 1953. according 
to L. H. Copeland of Millport, U S. 
weather observer, who reported a 
continuing pattern of above nor­ 
mal tem peratures and below aver­ 
age participation in the past year. 
Only 33.69 inches of rain fell last 
year compared to average of 36.92 
over the 61-year accounts. In 1952. 
there was 36.44 inches. 
Althoqgh a scant 26.9 inches of 
precipitation in 1930 made it the 
driest year, Copeland said more 
rain fell in the latter part of the 
year. He said this was perhaps the 
most severe fall drought the county 
has experienced. 
Rain fell on 112 days last year. 
but much of it was light.

In 1952 the De­ 
cember average was 34 I degrees 
The high last month was a 63 
degrees Dec. 5 and the low was 
a 8 degrees on Dec. 18. There 
were 8 clear days, 5 partly cloudy 
and 18 cloudy days. 
December rainfall of 1.15 inches 
was less than half of normal, again 
pointing up the drought condition 
which is hitting community water 
supplies and farm crops.
